In 1854 
he published a paper here in the intereit of 
the Know Nothing parly called the Bucks 
County American. 
On the first of January. 


1859, the first number of Buche's Index ap- 
peared.

When the Bucks County GAZETTE 


was established in 1873 Mr. Bache was 
made its foreman and continued with this 
paper in that capacity for several years. He 
afterward went to Philadelphia and was

turned lo Bristol and has been living quiet- 
ly here ever since. Four children survive 
Mr. Bache, two sons and two daughters, 
viz: Frank Backo, of New York, and WaK 
ter Bache, Mrs. Henry G. Booz and Mrs.

I have In 
two hours to see from CO to 00 patients 
with all sorts of Injuries from a crushed 
finger to a broken thigh. I must diagnose 
rapidly, and should 1 listen to demands 
for antcsthetlcs or heed the hundred und 
one other picas of the patients I should 
never finish my work. 
It Is so with tho 


young ambulance surgeon kneeling beside 
the injured man on tho sidewalk. Ho 
must do what he has to do with all speed 
without stopping to heed tho advice or 
comments of a sympathetic crowd." 


Tender tho hospital surgeon should bo, 


but sympathetic he must not be. Tho 
sympathetic junior Is marked out for fail- 
ure just as the sympathetic nurse is 
marked out for dismissal. A surgeon 
never performs an Important operation 
upon a member of his own family. 
Ho 


distrusts his own skill as affected by sym- 
yathy. 


Hospital surgeons are among the hard- 


est worked men of their profession. 
They 


have no fixed hoxirs of duty and may be 
called upon for service at any hour of tho 
day or night. When a hospital has a large 
staff of medical men, It is possible for tho 
members of tho staff to arrange among 
themselves for days and hours off, but tho 
duo tors of a small hospital are often on 
duty night and day, and It Is a lucky 
night when tho busy junior has seven 
hours of unbroken sleep. Tho house sur 
goon and tho senior of a small hospital 
must never bo absent at the euma time, 
and an absent house physician must never 
bo many hours away without leaving word 
where he may bo found. 


But If the service of tho New York hos- 


pitals Is hard It furnishes tho very best 
practical school in medicine, aud especially 
In suigory, to be found anywhere in 
America. At tho end of 18 months' !«rv- 
leo the young hospital surgeon has seen per- 
formed, and perhaps has helped to perform, 
nearly every operation that falls to the 
duty of an ordinary surgeon in a lifetime, 
and some of such operations ho has seen 
and taken part lu many times over. 
The 


cosmopolitan character of tho city and Us 
Immense floating population make -t the 
temporary homo of more strango discuses 
than any other city of tho continent, so 
that the hospital physician 1ms beneath his 
eyes the ailments of the v.'orld. 


Considering tho groat opportunities open 


to the hospital surgeon, laymen often 
wonder whether Influence has aught to do 
with appointment to hospital staffs. 
It 


has and It has not. Examinations are 
rigid and fairly conducted, yet tho man 
that passes the best technical examination 
is not always tho man that gets the ap- 
pointment. 
Yot, on tho other hand, an 


incapable man is seldom or never appaint- 
t'd. Tho personal equation always helps 
to determine an appointment. A candi- 
date's appearance, manner, speech and 
general record at school are taken into con- 
sideration. 
The examiners are often tho 


same men who have instructed tho candi- 
dates In the medical schools, and an ox- 
nminer puts together his knowledge of a 
candidate as obtained in three or fo.ir 
years' oontisct with him in tho lecture 
mom and at clinics and the knowledge of 
Mm drawn from the examination. A stu- 
dent of known bad habits, of conspicuous 
defects, will not be appointed to a hospital 
staff, no inafitor how good his examina- 
tion. 


• It Is tho most ambitious students that 
Rook appointments to tho hospital staffs, 
find a man Is seldom content to leave a 
Kow York hospital and settle down to 
practice in n country town. 
Tho ablest 


hospital surgeons attract the attention of 
visiting missions and others distinguished 
in the profession and obtain partnerships 
or promotion of some other kind. Some 
settle in Now York, and few are content 
with anything loss than a considerable 
city.—.New York Sun.

He sought to impress upon euoh 
gonerntion of undergraduates "tho un- 
spenknble Importance of the four critical 
ycurs of life between ubout 18 und 22," 
when the task before each young man is 
"to improve his mind, to eradicate bad 
mental habits, to ucqulre the power of or- 
der und urrangomerjt, to lenrn tho art of 
fixing his attention." 
"The object of 


reading for the schools"—the final honor 
examinations—"is not chiefly to attain u 
first class, but to elovuto und strengthen 
tho character for lite." 


As against those who declare examina- 


tions injurious, ho main turned thnt "they 
give u fixed aim toward which to direct 
our efforts. They stimulate us by the love 
of houornble distinction. 
They afford an 


opportunity of becoming known to those 
who might not otherwise emerge. They 
supply the lending strings which we also 
need. Neither freedom nor power oan be 
attained without order and regularity nnc! 
method. Ibo restless habit of mind which 
pusses ut will from one view of a subject 
or from ono kind of knowledge to another 
is not intellectual power."—Professor W. 
J. Ashley in Atlantic,

It is usual to compare tho glories of Vic- 


toria's reign with those of Elizabeth, but I 
between the London of today und that of 
"good Queen Boss" thore is really no com- 
parison. London wns still girt around by 
the walls built by the Romans and was 
largely inclosed within them. 
The man- 


sions of the great lay outside the city walls, 
chiefly on the way from the Strand to West- 
minster1. Thore were few stone houses, find 
none tiled or slated, bein^ mostly biiilt. o( 
wood nnd thatched with straw. 
Beyond 


the royal palace at Westminster'was open 
country, nnd marsh lands formed the'aole 
feature of the landscape across, the Driver. 
On the other side of tho oitywai open coun- 
try, with ''mcrrie Islington," a village, in 
the distance. Whero St. Sepulchre's oh arch 
now stands wore slums. In Goldon lane 
•was a row of curious old houses which had 
been used as a nursery for the children o' 
Heury VIII. 
Roundnbout the Moor gnti 


were large houses, und farther out a wa 
tery tract which abounded with wild fowl 
Tho cltUoiib used to exercise themselves 
horu witii archery practice and sport. 
In 


Bishopf«ato the oarls of Devonshire hai 
their palace. Hnundsditch was a foul ditch 
the receptacle for sewage, and thore was u 
similar ditch on tho wohtern side of tho 
city. Suriitury science was unknown. Tho 
paving of tho streets was in its infancy 
Except with regard to a few of the prlnoi 
pul thoroughfares, each inhabitant"puvec 
as much as ho liked before his own door 
with tho luuterials that hifi pride, povert;

The streets were obstructed with stalls 


sheds, siguposta und projections of every 
kind. Curbstones wore unknown, am 
only In a few thoroughfares were the foot 
paths divided from tho carriageway with 
posts and chains.

HOW MEAT IS SLICED. 


Its Thickness Distinguishes Many Races of 


Men. 


A member of tho Professional Woman's 


league who has traveled extensively in for- 
eign lands said that you can classify the 
peoples of the world by the way they out 
their meat, says a New York exchange. 
Tho powerful physical nature of the An- 
glo-Saxon is well illustrated by the huge 
rib roarUi and tho immense shoulders of 
mutton. 
The more artistic nature of the 


Frenchman is shown by his cutting his 
meat into thin slices of fillet, into epigrams 
and into tho filmy affairs he culls "rosbif." 


The Arab cuts his meat into a thin rib- 


bon, wraps it around an iron Skewer, 
broils it over a charcoal fire, und, lo and 
behold, there is tho famous kabob. Strange 
to say, it is very rare for the Anglo-Saxon 
to cut his meat thin just as it is rare for 
tho eastern races to serve it in massivo 
portions. 
Vet we could improve our daily 


bill of fare, especially in the summer sea- 
son, by adopting ruuny of the dishes and 
methods of these other races. 


Thus the kabob system may be applied 


to any kind of flesh or fowl and produces 
a crisp, palatable and nourishing culinary 
creation. 
Another scries ofvery pleasant 


dishes are made by cutting meat Into long 
strips about the size of a load pencil and 
frying them, after they have been salted 
und peppered, in either their own fat or in 
ohvo oil. 'the liquid should be v<jry hot 
before the meat is put in, so as to close up 
all the pores and keep the juice within tho 
fiber. These pencils, when cooked proper- 
ly, are clean, delicious, brittle and very 
appetizing. Still another systom comes 
from Italy und Spain in that very attract- 
ive preparation known ns fritas. 
These 


consist of little pieces of meat about tho 
size of a hickory nut. 
One will be made 


of beef, another of lamb, a third of ohiok- 
en, a fourth of duck, a fifth of corned beef, 
a sixth of cold beefsteak. The greater the 
variety the more snocessful the dish, 
These pieces are very well seasoned, be- 
ing rubbed with u clove of garlic, suited, 
peppered and usually touched with a drop 
or two of onion juice. 
They are then dip- 


ped in biittoi and fried over a very hot 
fire. Whou they come out, all look alike, 
so that tho guost has the additional attrac- 
tion of novelty, variety nnd surprise. 


Tho toughness of the kidney disappears 


aloiust entirely if it bo out with a sharp 
knife as flue us Saratoga chips, or, better 
still, if it bo put through a meat cutting 
machine and reduced to a mere pulp.' -The 
grent advantage of this style of prepara- 
tion is that it makes meat absolutely safe. 
All flesh is liable to contain within its 
fibers tho germs und even tho bodies of in- 
ternal parasites. These are killed by tho 
high temperature 
und long 
exposure. 


Nevertheless In many pieces of roast beef 
as served upon the best tables in tho land 
there are underdone centers wliere these 
organisms may be alive. Tho cater does 
not know thu difference, because they are 
hardly discernible to tlio naked eye. Cut- 
ting It fine or thin, liowe"er, and then 
cooking It, even for a few minutes, abso- 
lutely destroys nil life.—St. Louis Repub- 
lic. 


Johannes Brahms. 


Had not Wagner's opponents chosen 


Brahms as u bulwark from behind which 
to attack and harass Wagner I cannot con- 
ceive how their art interests oould ever 
hove clashed. Wagner was devoted wholly 
to the stage and was the successful creator 
of an entirely new form of musico-dramutlo 
composition. Brahms not only never at- 
tempted to compose an opera, but did not 
cure for opera as an art form. 


Brahms' fama could rest securely upon 


his songs. Still working within established, 
forms, he has again poured thoroughly 
original and, above all, thoroughly modern 
music into them. His are the most mod- 
ern songs, more modern even than those 
of Schumann or Franz. Schubert, Schu- 
mann, Franz and Brahms are the four 
great figures in the development of the 
lied.

sentence Brahms' service to art, 1 should 
say that it consisted in his having created, 
within established forms, music wholly 
original, thoroughly modern and profound- 
ly baauttful.—Gustav Kobbe In Forum.
